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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 
In the Office Action mailed August 26, 2003 , the unextended period for response to 
which is set to expire September 26, 2003, the Examiner has required restriction to one of the 
following inventions under 35 U.S.C. § 121 : 

I. Claims 3 1-40, drawn to a method of coating a medical device; and 

II. Claim 41 drawn to a method of implanting a medical device. 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants provisionally elect Group I (Claims 
31-40) with traverse. 

The claims of Groups I and II meet the requirements for consideration in a single 
application, inter alia, in that the method of claim 41 literally incorporates a device prepared 
according to the method of claim 31. Hence these corresponding methods are indeed disclosed 
as capable of use together, providing both a process of coating, and in turn, using a device thus 
coated. In turn, examination of these "groups" would not require additional search or impose 
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significant burden on the Office, would facilitate the prosecution of this application, and is well 
within the Examiner's discretion. 

Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the restriction requirement is respectfully 
requested.
